At tho depots tho crowds wore o£ almost 
suffocating douslcy. From ovory state 
commandorioc began to arrive at an oarly 
hour and thousands of spectators came 
with thorn, Tho'stroots near t)io depots 
oohood with tho din ot scores of hands 
and tho trninp of arriving Knights am! 
their escorts.

Another thiug in 3t« 
favor is that, owing to its slow combus- 
tion, a saving of ono-quarter to one-half is 
made by using it, as compared with other 
oils. It makes an excellent lubricant and 
is mtjch used in tho dressing of tanned 
hides and skins. The natives use it large- 
ly for preserving their water buckets, and 
without it the 'lieostc wailah,' or water 
carrier, would havo t.o renew his leather 
bag or bucket in which ho carries the wa- 
ter around much oftener than ho does now. 


"Tho'syce,' or groom, uses it to hecp 


tho 'sahib's' harness in good order, and a 
valuable attribute of t.be oil is, specially iu 
such a cliraato as India, that it repels rats 
and vermin. In Asam the plant is widely 
cultivated as a food for the silkworrn. The. 
stali's, which give nn excellent pulp, arc 
used for thatching purposes.

is largely consumed as fuel acd is also 
used as a manure. In Jaipur tha ynlacc. 
pn bl ic offices and streets aru lighted with 
gas mudu from a cheap variety of casto;- 
oil, grown for tho purpose.

One thing they have not succeedei
